BANK ROBBED, 

BARD WILL DKI'OSIT BANK 
U miTKI) FOR $10,000. 

Hard well, March 21.— Bur- 
glars some time last night 
broke into the Hardwell 
Hank of Deposit, blew open 
the safe and secured |G00 in 
silver and greenbacks to an 
unknown amount. The 
bank officials refuse to say
